Washington—The investigation by 


the Federal Trade commission of the 
part that paper and power Interests 
play in the financing of newspapers 
has developed much discussion as to 
the legislative 
relationship of the 


government to publications. 


There are some members of con- 


gress who think 
that the present 


laws requiring a statement of own- 
ership are not adequate 
and that 


second class privileges should be de- 
nied to publications which are domi- 
nated by special interests. The pres- 
ent inquiry of course, relates to no 
violation of existing law insofar as 
ownership is concerned except that it 
•will lead to clarifynig regulations as 
to how ownership statements shall 
be made out. There would, of course, 
be opposition to any proposal to de- 
ny mail privileges 
to newspapers 


that were 
owned 
by- power com- 


panies or any other interests for the 
same principle- has been debated be- 
fore and the fear has been expressed 
that to deny.-dnA group of citizens 
the right to own. properties might 
lead to similar discrimination against 
others, and might be eliminated by 
the courts on constitutional grounds. 


WHY IT IS IMPORTANT 


•Were it-not for the long trail of 


testimony uncovered by the commis- 
sion relating to the agressive activ- 
ities of power companies in present- 
ing their viewpoint in schools, col- 
leges and the press there would not 
today he so much importance attach- 
ed to the commission's investigation 
of the ownership of newspaper prop- 
erties. Broadly speaking, the infer- 
ence that the power company would 
indirectly influence the editorial pol- 
icy of a newspaper it had befriended 
is in the minds of many members of 
congress. While the practice of pur- 
chasing interests 
by power com- 


panies 
has not 
been widespread 


there is already a pronounced ten- 
dency against its extension. 


So far as the individual publishers 


are concerned their testimony before 
the commission has been a vigorous 
denial of any assumption that the 
holding of junior securities or minor- 
ity stocks was in any way the exer- 
cise of a control or even an influence 
upon them or their policies. 
The 


question goes really to the intellectu- 
al honesty of the individual publish- 
er and it is on this point that the is- 
sue will be decided 
in each case 


though the subject of ownership, mi- 
nority or otherwise, 
In newspaper 


properties by banks, 
corporations 


and other interests which might be 
principals in the controversies of a 
given community or state is not a 
new one and is already a vital fac- 
tor among publishers competing for 
the confidence of their audiences. 


The hearing 
before the federal 


trade commission will lead to a re- 
port by the commission when it gets 
through its investigation in pursu- 
ance of a senate 
resolution adopted 


last year. The -postoffice department 
has been asked by another senate 
resolution to furnish a list of post-

day voted to send the farm relief

plan to conference for 


conciliation of the differences with 
the senate. 


The debenture proposition was 


written into the measure by the 
senate and for a time house leaders 
were undecided whether to receive 
the bill, contending the debenture 
proposal constituted revenue legisla- 
tion and therefore under constitu- 
tional mandate should originate in 
the house. 
The house Republican leadership, 


however, decided to waive what they 
contended constituted an invasion of 
the 
constitutional 
rights of the 


house so that the bill could be sent 
to conference immediately and there- 
by materially expedite final action 
on farm relief legislation. 


As a result of the houses's action 


the bill is now placed in the hands 
of a conference committee, compos- 
ed of members of both houses. 


House 
Republican leaders 
are 


hopeful this conference group will 
decide to eliminate the debenture 
plan. 


The house voted 249 to 119 to send 


the measure to conference. 


The resolution was supported al- 


most solidly by Republicans, while 
most of the Democrats lined 
up 


against it.

Health Officer Says 80 Per 


Cent of Survivors Re- 


main in Danger. 


ClevelanH, 0-—CXP)—Fear that SO 


per cent of the surviving victims of 
the Cleveland Clinic disaster -will die 
within a few days from effects of 
the poison gas they inhaled, was ex- 
pressed today by Harry L. Rock- 
wood, city health commissioner and 
concurred in by a number of doctors 
and chemists. 


The exact number of persons who 


inhaled the deadly fumes that came 
from burning x-ray films and other 
chemicals is unknown, but doctors 
estimated there were at least 100 be- 
sides those who already have died. 


If Rock-wood's fears prove true, So 


more deaths 
•will be added to the 


present total of 125. 


BEGIN INQUEST 


An official inquest in the disaster 


was begun today by County Coroner 
A. J. Pearse.

tors who survived the disaster open-

Dr. George TV. Crile, one of the

Grief-stricken 
and 
overburdened 


with the tragedy which had come up- 
on .him, the surgeon, who gained in- 
ternational reknown through goitre 
research and other medical discov- 
eries, laid plans with the committee 
for reestablishment of the institu- 
tion. 


Three firemen and as many police- 


men, who aided in rescue work went 
to hospitals last night. Others were 
ill at their homes, among them Fire 
Battalion Chief Michael J. Graham. 


Giave concern was felt for those 


who were reported injured last night 
and a search for 75 "missing" pa- 
tients was started. 


These persons, officials announced, 


had appointments for examinations 
at the clinic. Their names were giv- 
en but in order that they may re- 
port themselves uninjured or under- 
go examination. Some of these might 
have left the building without notify- 
ing clinic officials or police, it was 
feared. If their lungs were filled with 
the gasses there still was a possibil- 
ity today that they might succumb. 


State officials examining the x-ray 


film storage room in the basement 
where the fire burned the cellulose 
material and filled the building with 
gasses, causing the explosions, laid 
the origin to spontaneous 
combus- 


tion. Escaping steam supplied the 
heat, they believed. 


Buftery Boggs, plumber, told them 


of fighting the thick, brownish cloud 
| of gas alone as he attempted to re- 
pair a leak. He was blown through 
a door by the first explosion after 
emptying a fire extinguisher into the 
room. 


Coroner A. J. Pearse 
announced 


that he had found no evidences of 
negligence.

Falling 50 feet from the Lawe-st 


bridge at Kaukauna into the Fox 
river canal, little Florence Gussert, 
7-year old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Gussert, Kaukauna, 
was 


saved from drowning about 
11:40 


Friday morning by Elmer Ott, Kau- 
kauna high school coach, and Offi- 
cer James McFadden. 


After the two men rescued the 


girl from the water she was revived 
by Officer Harold 
Engerson, who 


worked for 15 minutes before she re- 
gained consciousness. 


The little girl, with a number of 


companions, was crossing from the 
south side of the river where they 
had attended a practice for gradua- 
tion exercises to be held at the high 
school auditorium by the Holy Cross 
parochial school children. 


When the girls reached the sec- 


tion of the bridge over tne canal the 
tugboat George Vau Ryan approach- 
ed and the bridge 
tender started 


opening the draw. As the bridge be- 


gan to open h* noticed ths RTOUP of 
girls at the north end and he stop- 
ped the bridge and left his cabin to 
warn them to come to the center of 
the bridce and stay there. 


Just as he got outside the cabin 


the little Gussert 
girl, who was 


walking slightly ahead of her com- 
panions, turned to see how far be- 
hind they were. As she turned back 
she walked off the end of the bridge. 


Evidently when 
srie struck the 


water she was stunned because she 
did not struggle. 


Coach Ott, who was at the high 


school, ran across the Wisconsin-ave 
bridge and along the canal bank and 
Officer McFadden ran to the canal 
from the noith 
side. 
They both 


reached the little 
gill about the 


same time after she had sunk once 
and then returned to the surface. 
They brought her to shore where 
Officer Kngerson. employing artificial 
respiration, brought her back to con- 
sciousness.

Ottawa—(A>)—The request of 
the 


United States that the Canadian 
government deny customs clearance 
to vessels carrying consignments or 
liquor to the United States today- 
was in a position to reach the floor 
of parliament. 


The request, which the Canadian 


government 
has not seen fit 
to 


grar'O- was- .included in correspon- 
dence and the report of Canadian 
and United States officials on 
the 


anti-smuggling- conference last Jan- 
uary. 
The documents were tabled 


in both houses yesterday. 


Parliament leaders said that the 


matter might rea^h open discussion 
when estimates of the department of 
national revenue 
were before 
the 


house. A demand for a statement 
of the government's policy in the 
matter would be in order. 


The position of the United States 


as stated in the correspondence and 
reports is that refusal ot clearance 
is the only effective means of cut- 
ting down the flow of liquor from 
Canada to the United States. 


The strong probability that parlia- 


ment would have an opportunity to 
discuss the question 
was seen in 


numerous petitions which have been 
filed, urging that clearance be de- 
nied to ships departing for the Unit- 
ed States laden with liquor. 


rernnsMon for United States offi- 


cers in Canada to transmit informa- 
tion regarding liquor shipments from 
Canadian ports was the counter of- 
fer of Canadian officers. This could 
be done under 
the existing anti- 


smugglmg treaty while the denial of 
clearance for liquor shipments would 
require revision of the treaty.

It does not 
now matter so^far as Wisconsin is con- 
jtferned that the-better and logical way 
to b'ritig about a right amelioration of 
prohibition evils and of prohibition it- 
sell is through the constitutional meth- 
od .of .am eliding or repealing the eigh- 
teenth amendment, and that what has 
been dorie constitutes no advance -in 
that direction.

it is nevertheless a constitutional pro- 
cedure. The people are acting within 
their rights and their powers, both 
with respect to the referendum and the 
legislative repeal. The situation is em- 
phasized by the fact of the referendum. 
If the legislature had acted on its own 
initiative the governor ,would be quite 
justified in vetoing its act. It would be 
a question of hjs judgment against 
that of the legislature. He would be 
exercising his rights and in fact his ob- 


f ligation, and we are inclined to think 


he would have.vetoed such a repeal 
bill. 


However, the people- having voted 


squarely on the issue and for repeal 
by an overwhelming majority it be- 
comes, it seems to us, a'sovereign man- 
date to the governor as well as to the 
legislature.

THE TARIFF BILL 


We think it will be found when the 


new tariff bill is fairly analyzed that 
it will impose -more burdens on agri- 
culture than "benefits. 
The prices of 


raw materials and farm produce which 
the United States exports are not like- 
ly to be increased by higher duties. 
The tariff will help up to a certain 
point in protecting domestic produce 
with an exportable surplus, but beyond 
the point of excluding appreciable 
quantities of like pspducts the 
tariff 


can do nothing so long as we produce 
more of them than we consume. In the 
main the chief benefit to the farming 
industry from pfotection has been the 
development of manufacturing with an 
attendant increase in domestic con- 
sumption rather than in direct assis- 
tance. Unless the farmers are careful 
they will find in the present proposed 
revision that they are being taxed 
more than they are being paid in high- 
er prices. 


Some of the duties are a sheer sub- 


sidy to protected interests without any 
possible benefits to the farmer. Take, 
for instance, the proposed duty on 
sugar of 3 cents per pound or of 2.40 
cents on the Cuban product tmder our 
reciprocity agreement with Cuba. This 
is an increase of 36 per cent over the 
present rate, which the tariff commis- 
sion only five years ago 
found after 


extensive investigation to 
be more 


than adequate to equalize costs of pro- 
' ducing both the domestic and the 
foreign product. It is estimated that 
the increased duty Avill impose a new 
tax of at least $100,000,000 a year on 
the American people, and of this the 
farmers will pay vtheir"full share; All 
of this is forjhe benefit of an industry 
said to employ about "120,000 adult 
Americans. There are some besides 
"these it~is supposed to protect, namely 
labor imported from Mexico because of 
its cheapness. 


There is a degree of taxation to keep 


alive the struggling beet sugar industry 
! 


beyond which it becomes excessive. It 
is our opinion it will be more than 
passed by the proposed increased duty 
^on sugar. We have had some forty 
,, yeafrs experimentation with beet sugar 
anl^Jt jemains a decidedly infant in- 
dustry. Furthermore, a very high price 
for sugar will be likely to stimulate 
production in our insular possessions 
whose climate and soil are more adapt- 
ed to plant cultivation than are our 
own, 
and since that sugar would neces- 


sarily be admitted - free of duty 
the 


home industry would be no 
further 


ahead. 


We are unable to reconcile the tariff 


bill "reported by the ways and means 
committee with /the tariff views out- 
lined by Mr. Hoover in his message to 
congress. The two do not seem to go 
together. 
Politics can doubtless do 


much to harmonize them, but 
Mr. 


Hoover is still an unknown quantity in 
this respect.

CLEVER BUT NOT SMART 


Of all the books I have learned 


to detect the smart-Aleck novel -or 
stery IB the worst. There ia noth 
ing more tiring than the novel whose 
dialog is made up of wisecracks 
There -are whole magazines that are 
devoted to that bind ^of thing and 
there are novelists who 
consider 


their time wasted if they do not give 
the readers some half a dozen wise 
cracks to the page. They know per- 
fectly well" that in real life the aver- 
age is far smaller than that. They 
are not portraying real life; they are 
shifting- the emphasis 'from life to 
the boru mot.- A. smart saying- that 
naturilly flows out of a situation 
is precious and highly to be prized,

The 
characters live on the surface of life 
and their loveo and hates and de- 
spairs are not loves and hates and 
despairs in the real sense. Tou can't 
magme any of those people really 
suffering.

Severe, Says Doctor 


A •warning to municipal authorities 


and local health officials to enforce 
rules and regulations of the state 
•board of health was issued Thurs- 
day by Dr. V. A. Gudex, deputy 
state health officer, -who •was here to 
confer with local health officers. 


"The board's regulations must be 


enforced if contagion is to be kept 
down to a minimum," he said. "Len- 
iency on the part of authorities not 
only works an injustice upon the 
families whert disease has taken a 
hold, but it endangers the welfare 
of the entire community." 


Aithough the penalty ior iauure 


to conform with, state regulations is 
severe, a greater penalty Injuring 
the economic well-being of .a com- 
munity is apt to result, he pointed 
out. 


"Suppose 
a certain 
community 


which is shipping a large amount of 
milk dally to a distant market be- 
comes the stronghold of a contagious 
disease," he said. "As soon as au 
thorities at the milk market learn of 
the 
conditions 
surrounding- 
the 


source of their milk supply, thev 
will sever all relations with that 
particular community and go else- 
where for then- product. The com- 
munity that loses the business will, 
of course, suffer accordingly." 


Dr. Gudex quoted an opinion of 


the attorney general of the state re 
garding the enforcement of state 
board of health rules. The opinion 
said in part: 


HERE IS RULING 


"All health officers, local boards of 


health, sheriffs, constables, 
police- 


men, marshals and other officers and 
employes of any city, village or town 
in this state are, by section 143.02, 
"Wis, Statutes, required 
to respect 


and enforce ths rules and regulations 
of your board and In case of their 
failure to do BO, are liable to the 
maximum fina of $500 or to impri- 
sonment In the county jail not more 
than six months, or to both such fine 
and imprisonment; and, in case the 
city, county,-,town, or village officers, 
local boards of health, etc., do not 
cooperate with your board in carry- 
ing out the rules and regulations 
prescribed, your board may execute 
such rules and * regulations by 
agents of your own appointing, in 
which event the expense incurred 
In so doing must be paid by the 
county, city, town or village, the of- 
ficers of which have "failed to so 
cooperate and in behalf of which 
expenses have in consequence been 
incurred." 


The penalty for violation of the 


eection of the statutes mentioned 
above is as follows: 


"Any person who shall fail to obey 


the rules and regulations hereun- 
der, or who shall wilfully obstruct 
or hinder the execution thereof, for 
each offense shall by fined not less 
than $25 nor more than $500, or 
imprisoned 
not more 
than six 


months, or both." 


The general penalty for violations 


of state health laws is outlined as 
follows: 


"Any person who shall 
•wilfully 


violate any law relating is the pub- 
lic health, for which violation no 
other penalty is prescribed or any or- 
der or regulations of any board of 
health lawfully made and duly pub- 
lished, shall be punished by impri- 
sonment in the county jail not more 
than three months or by fine not 
exceeding $100. 


Dr. Gudex also urged private in- 


dividuals to cooperate with author- 
ities in reducing contagion. 
If a 


member of a family becomes ill, he 
advised that a physician be called 
promptly. Early attention may save 
the patient considerable discomfort, 
and at the same time minimize the 
danger to which the rest of the com- 
munity is exposed, he pointed out.

There \vas al- 
so the supposition that women hav- 
ing insurance or legacies were apt 
to venture into the market without 
sufficiente technical knowledge. 


AVith the first sharp upward trend 


with the public crowding in, all over 
the country, there was apparently 
some ground for this vilw, but wo- 
men investors of this type ' were 
shaken out by two or three passing 
storms and there remains a feminine 
representation on the. market which 
asks no odds from men in chasing 
the elusive eighth of a-point. 


This is partly attributed to the

Dozens Risk Own Lives In 
Effort To Save Injured 


Cleveland —C45)— Many stories of 


heroic efforts at rescue -work in the 


ilevelaud Clinic catastrophe were 
forthcoming today but they 
were 


made tragic 
T^ause many of them 


were in vain. 


Sign-painters, butchers, salesmen, 


"iremen, 
nurses, 
policemen—all 


joined in desperate efforts to save 
those trapped in the building. Many 
of the rescuers collapsed and one 
policeman nearly gave his life. 


One of the most spectacular deeds 


was that of Patrolman Ernest Staab, 
30. Staab, heedless of the gas fumes 
which were still intense when he 
reached the clinic soon after the 
explosion, went in again and again, 
appearing outside with dead and dy- 
ing. 
Twenty-one 
persons 
were 


counted lying on the ground before 
Staab collapsed, his lungs 
choked 


with gas, and was taken to Mount 
Sinai hospital. 


His condition is precarious and he 


was for a time reported dead. 


Charles H. Porter, a butcher, suf-
